PERSONAL ATTENTION 
DELINQUENCY IN SECURITY INVESTIGATIONS 


An analysis of the monthly administrative 
reports for the month of September, 1955, reveals that, 
on an over-all basis, the percentage of delinquent 
matters in security classifications 65, 100 and 105 
stood at 21.6% as of September 30, 1955, the lowest 
delinguency figure for years tn the security field. 
This ts comnendable and shows the results unich can be 
achieved by an earnest desire on the part of all field 
divisions to work toward a common goal.

I note further that the September field 
delinquency in all classifications was computed at 
approximately 14.5% while the delinquency in ; 
Classifications other than 65, 100 and 105 was computed 
at approximately 12.4%. While I realize that in the 
field of security we have a larger percentage of full 
investigations as opposed to cases involving leads 
only in the various field offices, and while the 
Short deadlines in applicant-type cases and other 
cases not in the security classifications have a 
definite reflection on delinquency Jigures, I do 
feel that the disparity between the delinguency in 
security classifications and the delinquency in other 
investigations being conducted in the field is entirely 
too great. a 


All field offices must take immediate steps 
to insure that the status of the security investigations 
ts brought to and maintained at a proper level in line 
with other investigations being conducted.

I feel that the current trend toward more 
open Communist Farty activity affords us an excellent 
opportunity of not only increasing our coverage of 
orcanizational activity but of establishing the 

identities of the rank-and-file Party members. It 
is apparent that, until all Communist Party members 
have been identified and subjected to a complete 
investigation, we have not adequately discharged our 
basic responsibilities in the internal security 


field. 


While I realize that we are presently 
conducting active investigation on many leaders of 
the Communist Fartys particularly those leaders in 
the higher echelon of the Party, with a view toward 
penetrating the Communist fugitive apparatus, in 
efforts to further penetrate the underground apparatus 
and to increase our coverage of organizational 
activity, I feel that the Functionaries on lower Party 
- Jevels Should also be the subjects of active investi- 
gation. Leaders on such levels as regional, countys 
citys section, and club, will have far greater contact 
with routine members of the Party than will the 
functionaries on higher levels in the orgunizational 
structure and, therefore, should afford us.a greater 
opportunity to Getermine the identities of the rankq- 
and-file members. With this thought in mind, I desire 
that immediate steps be taken by you to open cases 
and conduct active investigation ona selective basis 
of Party leaders on the organizational levels mentioned 
above. Investigative attention should be afforded 
those individuals most likely to nave the greatest 
contact with the routine Communist Party members, such 
as section organizational secretaries and membership 
directors.

‘This was excellent work and is a good example 
of the results which can be achieved through the assigmient 
of adequate personnel and the utilization of established 
investigative techniqueBe 


However, an examination of the files of the 
above-mentioned individuals revealed that many of them 
had histories of subversive activity dating pack for Loe 
several yearse Had nmaximun clubp-level informant coverage | 
existed in Kings County, the necessary evidence to include ff 

. then in the SI would probably have been provided long ago, i 
a ag there is litth reason to doubt that they are CP members os 
of long standing. You, es Special Agent in Charge, have a 
personal responsibility to see that potentially dangerous 
subversives in your division are identified and canpletely 
investigated. It has been well established that complete 
informant coverage is the most efficient weapon for the 
{identification of coumunists. Thrrefore, it is incumbent 
upon you to use every means at your command to effect such 
coverages Tne developnent of informants takes not only hard 
' work, determination, and desire, but also initiative, 
imerination, confidence, sales ability, and the “try, try 
egain" attitude. Your office has {interviewed hundreds of 
security subjects in the past year or so vho have failed 
to cooperate. Perhaps Agents who are peculiarly adapted 
to such work and who have been notably successful in the

pest in the developzent of informants should be assigned 
on a full-time basis to review the files of the abova- 
mentioncd individuals. Fossibly such Agents would be

where others have failed. It is your duty to insure 
that sone such plan for the development of elub-level 
informants be devised. 


However, until such time as adequate club- 
level informant coverage is achieved, you, as Special 
Aeent in Charge, have a concurrent responsibility which 
is pointed up by the identifications made at the Brighton 
Beach Community Center. You must see that sufficient man — 
power is essigned so that every investigative technique 
avoilable, including the development of anonymous BOUTCES, 
may be employed in the identification of communists and 
you must continue to tneulcate Agents assigned to security 
investigations with the desire and determination necessary 
to overcome, by every means available, your office's 
present lack of full club-level informant coverage.

A 
review of 500 cases in the New York Office reveals that there is 
unreported subversive information in approximately one-half of 
the cases where the subject would be placed in Section B. Some

Tt is suggested that preparation of reports in such 
cases requires an unwarranted expenditure of agent, stenographic 
and supervisory time which is out of proportion to any benefits 
received from the submission of a report inasmuch as the sub- 
versive information is already a matter of record in our files. 
It is noted that normally the fact that a subject's name is on 
a mailing list, that he is a subseriber to "The Worker", that he 
was a member of the IWO, etc., is not deemed of sufficient 
importance to require a report to be written. 


The New York Office recommends that in those instances 
where a subject would be retained in Section B of the Reserve 
Index, a report be submitted only where there 4s an indication 
of membership in a "basic revolutionary group" subsequent to the 
time of the last report.

Recently it has been noted by the Bureau that there 
is a tendency by the New York Office in their security matter 
reports to be too general in the statement of the reason for 
classifying a report as set out under Item 7 on Form FD-305. 
This statenent must clearly indicate each informant used in 
the report, information from which warrants classification . 
of the report. This statencnt is not only for the purpose 
of justifying the classification of the report at present 


. but may be used as a guide in the Burcau in the future for 


determining when a report may be downgraded or declassified. 


A report might be declassified or downgraded if the 
informants which justified the classification no longer 
warrant protection. To determine when this has occurred, 
it is necessary to know which informant made the classification 
necessary in the first instance.

If these definitive 
sources describe the organization as & front, @ recommendation 
for inclusion is made.

A primary objective, of 
course, of any interview is to determine the sympathies of 
the subject and, as the Bureau is aware, a very high percen- 
tage of attempted interviews are rebuffed by subjects who are 
either openly hostile from the very inception of the approach 
or completely uncommunicative, We carefully study all avail- 
able background information concerning each subject prior to 
the interview to determine what might be the best approach. 
Both sucessful and unsuccessful techniques in this regard are 
exchanged in conferences of all Agents in order that maximum 
benefit may be derived from accumulated experiences. As the 
Bureau is aware, we have a. gnumber of Agents, each approved 
by the Bureau. for handling Toplev interviews, and they have 
communicated their experiences to all Agents conducting inter- 
views of lesser individuals. 
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Surveillances of lower level officials are conducted 
on certain occasions when we have reason to anticipate that a : 
degree of success. can be achieved commensurate with the man- 


power expended, - As. the: Bureau is aware, we instituted a seed x 
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gram of surveilling lower level informants in November, 1959, 
pursuant to SAC Letter No. S¢-66> At that time, the CP was 
holding a substantial number of meetings. In carrying out 

that program, it was necessary to devote a considerable amount 
of manpower.and it was our conclusion that the results achieved 
were definitely not commensurate with the effort expended. One 
area where we had hoped to achieve some success was the Indus- 
trial Division. However, the Industrial Division was formally 
dissolved in the summer of 1962 and it would not appear that 
surveillances of lower level officials of this Division would 
lead to any meetings or identification of members. The fre- 
quency of lower level Party meetings has decreased considerably 
within the past several months, as the Bureau is aware. | How- 
ever, we have and we will continue to conduct surveillances 
whenever there appears any logical reason to anticipate some 
-SuccesS. : , 


Concerning the formation of a surveillance squad in 
connection with identification of individual members, it is 
the opinion of the New York Office that this would not he 

feasible at this time. As the Bureau is aware, investigations 
of CP-members~are~conducted in the New York Office by squads 
formulated on a geographical basis. Agents assigned to these 
‘squads have become acquainted with the subjects in their geo-- 
graphical areas through physical observation. We believe it 
most logical to conduct surveillances utilizing Agents who 
know both the subjects and the areas in which the subjects » 
reside, For example, if a CP member from the Bronx meets 
with another CP member of the Bronx, the Agents assigned to 
the Bronx squad would very likely be able to identify the 
person met. By utilizing the case Agents on the respective 
squads for surveillansés whenever this technique is indicated, 
we are also able to rotate the assignments of men and thereby 
reduce the chances of Agents being identified by CP members. 
Being able to rotate manpower in this fashion contributes to 
the interest of the Agents assigned and also contributes to 
the success of the results. We do utilize surveillance 
techniques- to identify individuals whenever the circumstances 
indicate that some success can be achieved, At the present 
time, however, it is felt we can continue to do this without 
forming a special surveillance squads An é€xcellent-iliustra- 
tion of the value of our” present system occurred within the 
past week when a meeting of a CP club was held on a Sunday 
afternoon in Brooklyn, Although we had informants attending 
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the meeting, we anticipated this would be a reasonably large 
meeting at which persons might be in attendance whom we had 
not recently placed at any similar closed CP meetings. Ac~= 
cordingly, we utilized Agents of the Brooklyn squad to es- 
tablish a photographic surveillance and also put them ina 
position to take up physical surveillances of unknown indi- 
viduals at the close of the meeting. Of the thirty-two in- 
dividuals in attendance, the Agents were able to recognize 
on the spot twenty-three of them. Through our surveillance 
techniques, we shortly thereafter identified the nine re- 
maining persons, most of whom were later determined to be 
already included on the Security Index of the New York Office. 


; The Bureau has also suggested we consider eden ool? 
velopment of anonymous sources on lower level informants. | 
While we have not employed this technique in the recent past 
on lower level informants, we Have done this considerably 

in the past and our experience has been that such sources 
were generally not productive. As the Bureau knows, instruc- 
tions issued to CP members and officials prohibit their 
maintenance of records which will identify club members, We 
will consider utilizing this technique whenever it would ap- 
pear to be productive, but on the basis of past experience 

it would not appear that employing this technique indiscrim- 
jnately or on any wide scale would produce results commen- 
curate with the security risk involved. We will be alert, 


however, to any possibly productive opportunities. ~ 


The Bureau suggested consideration be given to con- 
tacting friends, relatives or other individuals in position 
to know the activities and sympathies of subject. We are 
always alert to any possibilities to contact such persons 
whenever it is felt such a contact would not backfire by 
proving embarrassing. We must always anticipate, for example, 
that such persons Will go immediately to the subject and in- . 
form him of our inquiry. While we do not have a negative 
attitude toward such contacts and are alert to any possibilities, 
_ they must be handjed with discretion and good judgment, 


The Bureau has also suggested that unit supervisors 
insure that the minimum steps for investigation as set forth 
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in Bulet dated 10/16/61, are closely followed. This is 
being done and each report submitted to the Bureau contains 
a statement on the cover page by the Agent that he has con- 
sidered every item in Bureau letter Gated 10/16/61 in an 
effort to resolve the status on the Security Index of the 
subject involved. 


In response to the Bureau's inquiry, information 
received from technical sources or live informants concerning 
proposed meetings is communicated to the appropriate super- 
visor and/or Agent as readily as possible with an absolute 
minimum of delay. Agents handling technical sources, for 
example, telephone the pertinent squad supervisor immediately 
upon receiving any such information where time might be a 
pertinent factor. Memoranda or informant reports concerning 
proposed meetings are delivered promptly to appropriate 
supervisors in order that immediate action may be taken for 
such coverage of the meeting as may be indicated. Considera- 
tion is given in all such instances to the desirability of 
physical surveillance coverage or mechanical coverage. It is 
believed that all Agents and supervisors handling these in- 
vestigations are acutely aware of the necessity for employing 
all possible means in every instance to effect maximum iden- 


tification of individuals.; 
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The Bureau has requested New York to report as to 
what procedures are utilized in the opening of cases on in- 
dividuals mentioned in organizational reports as officers or 
as having substantial activity in subversive organizations. 

It is noted here that New York, as a matter of policy and pro- 
cedure, prepares channelizing memoranda to individual case. 
files and does not rely on indexing information. Channelizing 
memoranda pass over the desk of the unit supervisors. Where 
this memoranda pertains to a case file the unit supervisor 
makes a determination whether the case file should be opened 
or reopened in accordance with the standards set forth in the 
Manual of Instructions, Section 87. Where there is* no appli- 
- eable case file, afl references are searched and reviewed and 
a determination made by the unit supervisor as to whether a 
case should be opened for investigation, Material is placed 
in the 100-0 file only with supervisory approval. This 100-0 
file is reviewed by other supervisors and by the inspection 
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staff of the Bureau. This procedure is designed to preclude 
the possibility of material being placed inadvertently in 
the 100-0 file where a case should have been opened.

Using these cases as examples, I have thoroughly 
discussed this matter with the supervisors assigned to the 
Security Division and have also discussed thi{$ matter in 
a conference of all Agents of this division. At the same 
time, I have discussed with personnel again the provisions 
of Section 87B of the Manual of Instructions captioned 
"Submission to the Bureau of Subversive Derogatory Informa- 
tion on Individuals,” to insure that we are properly sub- 
mitting to the Bureau for indexing purposes names of in- 
dividuals on whom subversive derogatory information is de- 
veloped.

As the Bureau is aware, general racial matters, 
exclusive of Civil Rights violations, are handled in the 
Internal Security Division of the New York Office, Greatly 
increased activity in the racial field during past weeks 
has necessitated assignment of additional manpower to these 
matters. This additional manpower has been taken largely 


from other sections of the Security Division, principally 


from those sections handling investigations of individuals 
on the Security Index, This has resulted in a slight 
increase in delinquency in security matters during the 
month of July, 1964, and unless certain adjustments are 
made, this delinquency will increase, 


In order to be able to devote the additional man- 
power necessary to properly discharge our increased re- 
sponsibilities in the racial field, it is recommended the 
Bureau favorably consider the following two matters: 


1. An immediate moratorium on submission of annual 
reports in Security Index cases in the New York Office for 
a period of six months. Such’moratorium would apply solely 
to reporting in these cases. We would, of course, continue 
necessary investigative activity, including coverage of 
meetings, contacts with informants, semi-annual verification 
of residence and employment, and prompt dissemination of 
information of interest to other Government agencies, 


2. Extension of the Reserve Index Program deadline 
for an additional six months. Bulet to Albany, copies to 
all offices, dated 1/21/64, ordered a review of Section B 
of the Reserve Index, such review to be made in equal 
monthly installments ever a period of one year.

‘NEW LEFT" ARRESTS 


Since the ascendancy of the "New Left" and its open agitational 
activities, there has been an increasing number of individuals 
who appear to make it a point to conduct themselves in sucha 
manner during the course of demonstrations, parades and other 
activities as to be arrested. There are still many others 
whose sole activity is the participation in legal-type 
demonstrations and who have no subversive or anarchist leanings. 
From the conduct observed in some of these prior demonstrations 
in the New York area, it would also appear that there are those 
who have become involved ina demonstration solely for a lark. 


Since it is the feeling of the NYO that a criteria of the 
agitational aptitude of an individual can be judged toa 
large extent by his continuing disregard for established 
procedures of law and order, an index to the individual's 
degree of activity is measurable by the number of arrests 

he sustains. It is recognized that an individual following 
in the latter two categories mentioned above can be arrested 
solely because sheer weight of numbers precludes his withdrawal 
from’‘an activity, or by sheer weight forces him to remain in an 
area where mass scale arrests are to take place. 


It is suggested that the Bureau consider several categories to 
be utilized in the New York area for opening investigations of 
"New Left" individuals based on his "Arrest Index." It is 
proposed the following steps be used in this regard: 


1. Where an individual is arrested and no a

Since it would not be 
known to New York if individuals from New York are arrested 
elsewhere, or individuals from another city are arrested in . 
New York, it is suggested that lists of all individuals arrested 
in these cases be furnished the Bureau with some identifying 
background information in order that the Bureau may coordinate, 
centrally, all "New Left" arrests so that interested field offices, 
other than those where the arrests take place, may be notified.

1. Bureau has refined and streamlined the administrative 
procedures involved in the Cuban Refugee Program and has recon- \ 
stituted the indicators and objectives of investigation in 4 
highly efficient manner. 


2, By referenced SAC Letter, the Bureau has established u 


a priority system for the Security Index as a whole. As a 
| result of this, the NYO surveyed all Cuban Special Section 
( Security Index subjects. All except three were placed in 
Priority III, which require biennial reports. 


In view of the above two developments, the NYO : 
considered Bureau instructions regarding Cuban Special Section 
Security Index cases at the time of rescheduling the submission 
of Security Index reports. It was felt that under the new 
schedule of reporting the NYO could comply with the requirements 
without exercising the latitude granted in the case of Cuban 
Special Section Security Index subjects previously by r 
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In other words, the NYO feels that the problem which 
dictated seeking such latitude has been resolved due to the 
above mentioned developments in Bureau procedures. Therefore, 
it is anticipated that the Bureau may expect the dates of = 
reports specified in reNYlet regarding Cuban Special Section 
Security Index subjects to be adhered to, except where special 
individual circumstances warrant a delay. In those cases Bureau 
will be advised in the usual manner as to the reason for the 
delay.

Enclosed herewith for the Bureau is a detailed 
schedule concerning subjects on the SI of the New York 
Office. 


At the present time, the NYO has to conduct a 
survey for the DETPRO Program, which involves the review of 
all Security Index cards in order to obtain information as 
reflected in the enclosure. This information is tabulated 
once a year, but is also very valuable at other times in 
order to obtain a clear picture of the membership of the 
different organizations. Since most of this data is 
processed into Bureau IBM equipment, without much additional 
effort it is felt this information could be programmed so 
that desired totals could be made available at any time to 
assist the field in its responsibility. 

An example for the use of such information would bi 
come in periodic studies of the standards for the Security 
Index. We could ascertain, for example, the number of 
individuals in advanced age brackets who would be candidates 
for deletion in a matter of minutes without having to do an 
actual count of the SI by clerical or Agent personnel. 


Programming of this tabulation would be required 
to determine the total number of members of each subversive 
group on the Security Index by sex; age group; race, employ- 
ment grouping: a. Key Facility - others, b. skilled - 
nonskilled, c. unemployed; citizenship; subversive affiliation; 
police precinct of residence and employment; priority 


grouping. 


These same factors would apply to organizations 
of the New Left, as well as the old left and racial matters. 4 
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As the basic information is already in the - 
machines, it would require very little additional program- 
ming to achieve what is proposed here. This data could be 
added over a period of time as changes are made if a complete 
change at this time is too time consuming. 


This tabulation of information could be on 4 
national basis and as such the Bureau would not have to make 
inquiry from the field for its periodic summaries. os 


In the event field-wide change is too big an 
operation, the NYO still would like the type of data . 
requested for use in studying the compositi on of the SI 
in this Division.
